How Miss Linda Gilbert Surprised 
Him in the Act.

New Way. to Manage Housebreakers--Jay 
Gould’s Armed Escort--Miss Gilbert’s Sen- 
sational Experience.

New YorK, December 12.—It takes a great 
deal toastonish a burglar. Shot-guns have 
no terror for him, and he is used to goblins, 
but he can’t stand the kind of a reception 
that Miss Linda Gilbert offered one of the 
fraternity who entered her house recently. 
Most readers will remember Miss Gilbert’s 
long years of labor asa prison reformer, 
and there is scarcely a prison in the 
land which does not bear some 
évidences of her philanthropy.

Gilbert was aroused from her sleep by a noise 
at her window. She oceupies a sleeping 
apartment on thesecond floor of her house, 
No. 264 West Forty-third street,and the large 
French windows which arecut tothe level 
of the floor,open upon the middle of the block. 
Directly across the interlying yards and 
fronting on Forty-second street, is an 

OLD LADIES’ HOME, 

with which there is a connecting alley-way 
from the street. Miss Gilbert supposes that 
the man came in by thealley-way, climbed 
over one high board fence and by the means 
of another got upon the roof of an outhouse 
from which he could easily reach the window 
of her room. 

The outside blinds were closed, though 
the window was raised from the bottom, and 
it was the noise made by the man when he 
thrust his hand through the slats and 
opened the blinds that startled Miss Gilbert 
from her slumbers. The rest of the story

A CITY IN RUINS. 


A Very Disastrous Conflagration 
Visits Kingston, Jamaica. 

Half the City Destroyed=-Food and Stores Al 
Gone--Suffering of the People. 


Speciai to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yor«, December 13.—The following 
dispatch comes from Kingston, Jamaica: 
‘The business portion ofKingston was burned 
yesterday. The loss is £6,000,000. Hundreds 
are homeless. The wharves, warehouses, 
banks and supplies are gone. Food supplies 
are needed. Charitable relief should be sent 
to W. K. Arzbill, sacretary Kingston Charity 
Organization.” George P. Forwood, agent of 
the Atlas line of steamers, received 
additional particulars of the fire by 
cable. He said that the fire originated 
near the water front. The. sea breeze that 
prevailed during the evening fanned the 
flames inland. 

‘“*The fire extended about 1% miles along 
the water front from the wharf of the Royal 
Mail Steamship Company to the Atlas Line’s 
wharf,” continued Mr. Forwood. “Nearly 
all the buildings were one and two stories 
high and made of wood. There was no fire 


department, and the negro natives who com- 
pose the greater portion of thé population 
were probably coo much frightented or too 
lazy to combat the flames.” 

Mr. Forwood showed. the following dis- 
patch from McDowell & Hanley, agents of 
tne Atlas Linein Kingstor.: ‘“‘Haif the city is 
burned. McDowell’s office is destroyed, but 
our wharves are saved.” 

Mr. Richard Sanderson, agent of the Wi)- 
son Sameer Company, one of whose boats, 
the Belize, plies between New York and Ja- 
maica, said he thought the fire a Godsend to 
Kingston. “It was a miserable town,” he 
continued, “filled principally with shiftless 
negroes. Their wives do all the work, while 
they attend to the home consumption 
of rum. We have to depend upon 
the women entirely for coaling our steamers. 
If the fire has destroyed the business portion 
of the town, all of the Government offices are 
gone. Nearly al] the buildings were frame 
structures, only one and two stories high. 
The Government officials did not reside in 
town, so I suppose they have not lost much.” 

Mr. H. S. Henry, who is a large importer 
of coffee, sugar and fruits from

GREAT FIRE WAS RAGING 
there. He said the interest of merchants 
who do business with Kingston would not be 
much affected by the fire. The natives would 
be the principal sufferers. 

A member Of the firm of Kerr & Co., own- 
ers of the Kerr line of steamers to Kingston, 
was found on board the Pomona at pier 
No.6. “Kingston was a well built town,” he 
said, ‘‘the buildings being for the most part of 
wood, although the principal commercial 
houses are of brick or with the first 
story of brick. The theater, 
hospital, hotel, penitentiary, schools 
Athenzum, several Bh and colonial 
banks were substantially built. The inhab- 
itants number about 55,000, of whom 50,000 
are blacks.” ; 

Port Royal street, skirting the harbor, con- 
tained the heavy shipping houses, while upon 
Harbor street were the majority of the gen- 
eral business houses. The heavy business 
houses are those of Davison, Colethirst & 
Co., Chas. Levy & Co., George Soloman & 
Co. and the Colonial Bank, which, 
indeed, is the heaviest institu- 
tion on the island. Jews monopolize 
the retail trade and commission business. 
All of their shops and offices arein the dis- 
trict burned. 

In February, 1782, Kingston was almost 
completely destroyed by fire. Again in 
March, 1862, fire destroyed $125,000 worth of 
property. One-eighth of the population was 
carried off by cholera in 1850.

How the November Corn Decision 
Is Received, 


Various Pick-Ups on the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. 


The decision of “the NW ovember corn arbi- 
tration committee yestekday was still talked 
about freely on the floor toWay, forming the 
Staple subject of conversation. The feeling 
of satisfaction that was so prominent yester- 
day after the settling price was announced 
as sixty-eight cents was stil! manifest and 
even more so. It was conceded by nearly al! 
the members that the committee had done 
their duty without bias and arrived at the 


) decision honestly on the evidence adduced. 


St. Louis has been so vilified and “traduced 
by other markets on account of recent deci- 
sions of arbitration committees, where the 
shorts were fully protected and the longs 
scalped, “under the rules,” that the 
members of the Merchants’ Exchange 
were both delighted and surprised at the find- 
ing of this latest committee. There seemed 
to be no doubtin the minds of all but that 
this severe but righteous lesson to defaultin 
shorts would not alone redound to the credi 
of the St. Louis market and at the same time 
improve her commercial standpard of honor 
abroad, but it would also have the effect of 
increasing her business and bring orders 
here that have for many months been 
diverted to other markets. As one of the 
members expressed it, ‘‘This decision is 
worth millions of dollars to St. Louis. Gen. 

Grier, who so ably and successfully 
managed the case for tne longs, and whose 
clear-headed, practical business sense did as 
much, if not more, to secure the price his 
side demanded than anything else, was over- 
whelmed with congratulations when he came 
on the floor this morning. The “Attorney- 
Creneral,”’ as the boys now 
call him, bore his honors modestly, and 
would not take all the credit to himself of 
the success of his side. 

‘The committee did not give me all I 
asked for and that I think we should have. 
They should have added five per cent dam- 
ages t& the settling price, for the shorts clear- 
ly failed to prove that they showed 
proper diligence in attempting to 
fill their contract, | understand 
the shorts will appeal from the decision of 
this committee to the Board of Directors. 
Well, let them. I feel certain tnat if they 
do the board will not alone sustain the com- 
mittee’s seiting price, but will also add 5 
per cent damages.

It appears that the diligent efforts made to 
secure a building for the National Library at 
Washington were based not so much on the 
need of the library as on the need of a job, 
the job consisting of the sale to the Govern- 
ment at a fancy price of land that it did not 
need. The Government owns one-fourth of 
the land in Washington and has plenty of 
property suitable for building purposes, but 
all the agitation fora new library building 
was impelled by the desire of a sale. Now 
that the Government is going to build on its 
own land there is an amazing decrease of 
interest in the library scheme. 


THE IDEAL NAVY. 

There is a general impression that we pay 
a great deal of money foranavy and get 
very little navy for our money, but it re- 
quires the annual report of the Secretary of 
the Navy to show us the exact figures and 
impress the situation accurately on our 
minds. 

According to the last annual report we 
have in all thirty-seven cruising vessels and 
thirteen monitors, and of these one is classed 
as a “‘first-rate.”” Thisis the Tennessee, a 
wooden vessel of 4,840 tons displacement, 
which is available chiefly for receptions and 
hops. Asa war vessel itisno more availa- 
ble than the old Constitution or the fighting 
one of the galleons of 
PuItip’s armada. Itis simply of no use at 
all: it could neither fight nor run. But itis 
the best we have, the second-rates being 
smaller wooden vessels, and the third-rates 
merely stilismaller ones. They are all de- 
fective in their engines, obsolete in their 
equipment, and their merits are fully set 
forth in the report, whichsays: ‘“These ves- 
sels are creditabie in their appearance, com- 
modious in their quarters for officers and 
seamen, well adapted for ordinary naval 
exercises and useful for displaying the 
national flag upon the seas andin the harbors 
of the commercial world.”’ The monitors, 
which rank as fourth-rates, are described as 
having all been built in 1862 and 1863, as hav- 
ing no speed, as. carrying each two large 
smooth-bore guns of small power and short 
range, and as having been mostly laid up 
since their use in the late war. 

The armament of this 
navy is in keeping with 
vessels. There is not one modern 
high-powered cannon in the navy, and 
only eighty-seven rified guns of any pattern: 
fifty-one muzzle-loading 180-pound converted 
rifles; twenty six breech-loading forty- 
pounders, and ten breech-loading eighty- 
pounders. These latter the report naively 
says “may be considered useful for the pres- 
ent.” We presume this ineans as long as 
they are not called into service. 

Butif we have no ships and no guns we 
have a very fine array of seamen, and a still 
finer array of officers. The pay-rolls show 
that we have 7,074 seamen, who draw $2,170.- 
0% in pay, and 950 apprentices, who draw 
$152,556, while to command them we keep up 
a magnificent force of 1,817 officers, or one 
officer to four seamen, to whom we pay 83,- 
825,400, not counting 301 officers on the re- 
tired list, who emerge from their retirement 
to draw $703,180. 

This showing does not include the Marine 
Corps, nor the navy yards and dock-yards, 
nor the bureaus, nor the civil establishment 
of the navy, nor the various items which 
swell the cost of our naval establishment to 
$15,000,000. This money is wholly lost, and 
the whole appropriations for the navy for 
the past fifteen years have been a total loss. 
There is notaship, nor a gun, nora navy. 
yard, nor any other item in the long list of 
appropriations which has one dollar of value 
to-day. We have no navy at all, and we 
might as well keep up a fleet of triremes as 
waste any more money on so absurd an es- 
tablishment.

TRUST THE PEOPLE. 

Some party organs which, until recently, 
had nothing to say about the proposed Pro- 
hibition amendment except that its adop- 
tion was not a political question and should 
be ignored in conventions and elections, are 
now insisting that the late election clearly 
indicated public sentiment on the question 
and that the Legislature should not involve 
tax-payers in needless expense by submitting 
a proposition which is virtually condemned 
by the popular vote already. But the Seda- 
lia Dispatch, a red-hot Democratic organ, 
and the Jefferson City Journal, whose Re- 
publicanism is “all wool anda yard wide,” 
were notonly free to declare their opposi- 
sition to the adoption of the amendment be- 
fore the election, but are now frank enough 
to put their opposition t® its submission on 
the ground thatthey are afraid to trust the 
people with a chance to adopt it. 

The Sedalia paper is troubled with visions 
of a tremendous uprising in favor of Prohibi- 
tion if the amendment’ is submitted to the 
people, and it sees in such submission the 
direful spring of woes unnumbered to the 
Democratic party. It tells us there are times 
when the people ‘“‘must be protected against 
themselves,”” and it calls on the incoming 
Democratic Legislature to tie the hands of 
the people on the subject of Prohibition, 
even as the framers of the present constitu- 
tion tied them with reference to locai deht 
and taxation. Otherwise, we are told, tt 


Missouri Supreme Court, decide that it has Prohibition question will “put Democratic 


Missouri in the van of this miserable sumptu- 
ary legislation,” and give the party itself 
over to the “‘wreckers and pirates of the 
great political deep.” 

The Jefferson City Journal would be de 
lighted to see the Democratic party wrecked 
and ruined, but it is more afraid of Prohibi- 
tion than of the Democratic party. It be- 
lieves that the people “would jump at the 
sweeping conclusion under the impulse of 
high and pure motives, that they were com- 
passing the security of the State from the 
wide-spread evil of intemperance,” and it 
asks: “Knowing, as the Post-DIsPaTcH 
must know, how far short of this great ena, 
however desirable its attainment might be, 
the experiment of Prohibition must come, 
why should that paper favor the hazard of its 
adoption that its submission to the vote of an 
unreasoning populace would involve?” 

The Legislature that exalts its authority 
above that of its masters will soon discover 
that the sovereign people of this State are not 
“an unreasoning populace.”’ The party that 
depends for safety on overruling and thwart- 
ing the will of the people by juggling tricks 
of political management is in a bad way. ‘The 
people go wrong sometimes but quickly get 
right again, and it is better that they should 
go wrong fifty times than that their right to 
alter or amend their State Constitution in the 
mode pointed out by its own provisions, 
should be obstructed by any Legislature. 
The free exercise of that right is of more im- 
portance than the interests or the existence 
of any party. The only ground on which a 
Legislature or a party can, with decency, op- 
pose the submission of a constitutional 
amendment is that there is no considerable 
popular demand for it, and therefore no good 
reason for subjecting the people to the trouble 
and expense of voting on it. To say that it 
should not be submitted because there is rea- 
son to fear that the people will adopt to it, is 
to impeach the sovereign authority of this 
country and to oppose the highest and most 
vital function of popular self-government. 

We believe that the people of Missouri, es- 
pecially since the late election in Kan- 
sas, will vote down the  amend- 
ment by a large majority. But while 
many of its most stalwart opponents 
admit the claim of its advocates that a ma- 
jority of the people are in favor of it, we do 
not see upon what tenable ground the Legis- 
lature can refuse to submit the matter toa 
vote of the people. That is what the Demo- 
crats of Indiana pledged themselves to do 
when they recently carried their State on an 
anti-Prohibition platform. The last Demo- 
cratic Legislature of this State submitted a 
court amendment of its own devising, without 
any indication whatever that people were cry- 
ing forit. The election showed that the people 
were almost solid against it. Now, if an- 
other Democratic Legislature refuses to sub- 
mit a Prohibition amendment merely because 
itis afraid that the people do want it and 
willadoptit, the record of the Legislature and 
of the dominant party in it in regard to the 
rights of popular self-government will puta 
terrible weapon in the hands of the Prohibi- 
tion agitators.

One word more onthe success of monitors in 
general.

75 years old had unusual vigor of body and 
mind. Forsome time he bas had no means 
and has been helped by the contributions of 
Democratic friends in New Jersey. It is not 
known in Newark whether he has a family 
or where his relatives are living.

THE PELTZERS. 


Armand’s Intrigue with Mme Bernays 
end the Murder of Her Husband. 
From the New York Herald. 

Many new points are presented in the acte 
@’accusation on which the brothers Peltzer 
are being tried for their lives in Brussels. It 
traces the murder of M. Bernays to his differ- 
ences with his wife. He had confided to a 
friend that his wife treated him with cold- 
ness, while the wife complained of her hus- 
band’s absorption in business and of his in- 
difference to her. She also alléged tnat he 
became enamored of the maid servant. In 
1876 the domestic scenes had become so vi- 
olent that there were thoughts of a divorcee, 
but the relatives intervened and effecte a 
modus vivendi. Meanwhile Armand 
Peltzer, the engineer, who had been 
living at Buenos Ayres, became _ an 
intimate visitor at the house of Ber- 
nays—‘‘the inseparable companion of the 
husband, the confidant of the wife and con- 
cillator of the household,” as the indictment 
styles him. Bernays, however, grew jealous 
at the assiduity of Peltzer’s attentions to 
Mme. Bernays, and in September, 1881, an 
outbreak took place between husband and 
wife on the subject. A servant had informed 
the former that Mme. Bernays had improper 
relations with Peitzer, and Bernays went to 
reproach him with his baseness. The inter- 
view between the two led, however, to a re- 
conciliation, and it was only after a fresh de- 
nunciation on the part of the servant that 
Bernays forbade Armand Peltzer to enter 
his house. Armand wrote, indignantly 
denying the relations imputed to him, but 
Bernays sent back the letter unopened. 
Mme. Bernays was also very indignant 
against her husband, who proposed that they 
should get a divorce by mutual consent, which, 
however, she declined to agree to. Bernays 
was advised, indeed, by a Brussels judge to 
obtain a divorce, and had he lived would ap- 
parently have done so, for his wife had re- 
sented the imputation on her virtue by ceas- 
ing to speak to him and by refusing to held 
any communication with his relatives. Ar- 
mand Peltzer, however, according to the pros- 
ecution, at once formed the idea of removin 
the obstacle to his continued intimacy wit 
Mme. Bernays. 

He sent for his brother Leon, who since the 
spring of 1880 had been living in New York 
in straitened circumstances. 

On the 18th of December Leon returned to 
Brussels, where he took a house, and with 
the funds furnished him by his brother, paid 
a half-year’s rent in advance. He now set to 
work preparingit for the deed. All the fur- 
nhiture necessary was that which would pre- 
vent Bernays from entertaining any suspicion 
of treachery. Accordingly, curtains were 
ut up at the windows and a carpet up the 
ower part of the staircase, a chair 
Or two wiih a hat-stand in the lobby, 
and the necessary furniture of one 
room, with heavy curtains at the doors to 
deaden sound. All was now ready except 
one thing. The assassin needed a perfectly 
trustworthy weapon for his work. seven 
revolvers purchased in Paris of Messrs. De- 
cante, none were suitable. Armand tried 
them alland found they made to loud a re- 
port. Leon thereupon went to London, and 
there bought trom Messrs. Baker the weapon 
which was used. In the ceagspovoi of Armand’s 
house at Antwerp were afterward found the 
cartr.dges purchased from Messrs. Decante, 
in Paris. Everything was now prepared, 
Bernays had received on the 10th of Deceim- 


ber a létter in English, posted at Hambur 


and signed Henry Vaughan, who professe 
to represent a shipping company, and en- 
closed 500f. as a fee, announcing: his 
early arrival in Belgium to consult him 
apon the Belgian law of public companies. 
On the 22d a second Jetter announced 
Vaughan’s arrival at Brussels and his inten- 
tion to come on to Antwerp, but next day a 
telegram stated that a child’s illness ball 
called him to London. Eventually the 
yseudo Vaughan asked Bernays to waiton 
1im on the 7th, at Nv. 157 Rue-de ia Loi 
Brussels, and he entered into details on the 
points on which he was to be consulted. An- 
other telegram, which was sent by Leon to 
his brother, concluded in the following 
terms: ‘“Thanks for your charming proposi- 
tion, and hope to see you on Saturday.— 
Marie.”’ The following day, viz., Saturday, 
Bernays proceeded to the rendezvous. Leon 
opened the door to him, helped him take off, 
his coat, and, as he entered the room in front 
of him, shot him dead.

A Youthful Controller of Spirits 
Gives an Exhibition. 


o- 


Miss May Bangs, the Blonde Medium--Re- 
markable Manifestations. 


“Would you like to see some spiritual man- 
?” asked a friend of a Post-Dis- 


ifestations ‘ 
PATCH reporter. “Something that would 


astonish you?” 

The reporter replied that he would be glad 
to be astonished, but more especially if it 
was to be by the aid of spirits. An appoint- 
ment was then made to attend a seance to be 
held Tuesday evening. Last evening, then, 
the reporter called at 1504 Olive street, where 
he was to meet his friend, and where, also, 
the seance was to be held. Ushered up-stairs 
into a back room, very simply furnished, he 
was introduced to three ladies. Two of these 
were mediums. One, a middle-aged lady, 
Mrs. De Forrest by name, is a trance 
medium. The medium, however, who was 
to conduct the manifestations, and whose 
wonderful powers in calling on _ the spirits 
were to be made manifest during the even- 
ing, was quite a young lady, of not more than 
eighteen years of age. Miss May Bangs, this 
youthful controller of spirits, is an exception- 
ally handsome young lady, with quite a 
modest and even retiring air. Her looks are 
remarkable, as she is.a decided blonde, with 
a golden head of hair, while her eyes are of 
the deepest black, fringed with long dead 
black lashes and surmounted by eye brows 
of the same ebon hue. The contrast between 
the dark eyes and eyebrows, the golden ihue 
of her hair and her clear, creamy complexion 
is almost striking. Added tothis a fine 
figure, rather inclining to embonpoint, the 
whole makes up what would be called a re- 
markably handsome and decidedly attractive 

irl. Miss Bangs is the danghter of a wealthy 
uirdware merchant, of Chicago. Her folks 
were staunch Methodists, and up to the time 
the first power of the spirits made them- 
selves felt they had no belief in spiritualism. 
At between the age of seven and eight Miss 
May began receiving the attention of the 
spirits. Her first introduction to her weird 
friends came in the singular form of coal 
thrown into and around the house by unseen 
hands. Since then, and as she grew older, 
she developed most decided mediumistic pow- 
ers, So greatly were her parents impressed 
by the extraordinary manifestations that 
followed their daughter that they became 
contirmed spiritualists. Miss Bangs, in an- 
swer to vhe reporter's interrogatories, stated 
that she was capable of oe material- 
izations, and at her own,home and among her 
friends the spirit forms were frequently 
called into sight, but she would never at- 
tempt to materialize before strangers. 

By 8 o'clock enough of the invited guests 
had arrived to form a circie. Enough chairs 
were placedin the center of the room to ac- 
commodate those present, the chairs being 
placed together so as to form a complete 
ring. Thenatthe solicitation of the me- 
diums the room was carefully examined to 
see that no one was concealed therein. The 
windows were closed fast, as were the out- 
side blinds. ‘Thejgloor leading into the hal) 
was locked and the key placed in the report- 
er’s possession. Another door, leading into 
a back room, was closed and a piece of 
paper, marked with a pencil, tacked upon the 
dvor in such a way that it could not be 
opened without subsequently given evidence 
of the fact. Back of the medium’s chair was 
asmall table, upon which were placed a large 


music box, an  accordeon, several 
bells and a tab of paper. In 
one corner of the room was a 
guitar. Everything being in readiness for 


the seance, those present—comprising four 
ladies, including the two mediums, six men, 
two of Whom are well-known members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, and a boy who by the 
way developed an extraordinary amount of 
sleepiness before the seance ended, besides 
a reckless disregard of spirits that was truly 
wonderful in one of his age—seated them- 
selves. The reporter was seated next to the 
left of Miss Danes. His left hand was 
taken by the gentiemar on his left, the re- 
orter also holding his captor’s hands with 
his right. Thesame precaution was taken 
with the person on the medium’s right. The 
balance of those po then caught hold of 
their neighbor's hands tocomplete the circle, 
the Jight was turned completely out, the 
music box wound up and started playing 
and the seance commenced, The 
medium began operations by slowly 
stroking the hands of the parties next to her, 
“drawing on the cirele for force,”’ as she ex- 
press di it. ‘The medium kept up this slow 
stroke on the hands all through the seance. 
‘The first manifestation came from the gui- 
tar Which suddenly started up from the ecur- 
nerin which ithad been quietly reposing, 
aud sailed through the air over the heads of 
those present. At the same time it was 
loudly strummed upon, presumably by spirit 
hands. Finally it fell into the center of the 
elrole, Was caught up, still sounding loudly 
from its vibrating strings, and finally placed 
inthe reporters lap. Then this reporte: 
conumenced to receive spiritual visitations on 
hisown account. A hand struck him on 
toe shoulder, soft cool hands smoothed his 
hair and titted over his face, pulled 
his chair, went into his vest pocket, 
missed the solitary nickle thatreposed there,

A close watch was kept on the move- 
ments ol the medium’s hand that was strok- 
ing lis. Fora while the reporter believed 
Liat be only received the spirit hands upon 
his head and body when the medium’s band 
Was not felt in his, but he soon saw that this 
Wis not the case, for he distinetly felt the 
siow stroke on his hand when at the same 
tine be felt anotuer hand pressing his shoul- 
der. it Was noticeable that when the medium 
lirst beyan the stroking motion her hand [eit 
co.d, Dui belere Lhe seance ended the touch 
Ol. her ingers Was Warm and magnetic, and 
decidedly pieasant while coming trom such 
apreity gil. in a short time the whoie 
circle seemed to be receiving the benetit of 
the spirit’s society. From the other side of 
lie circle came a lady’s voice: ‘“*Why, I de- 
clare they’re tuking wy bracelet off; there, 
ibs pone, 

lie next thing the reporter knew he felt 
Aasoit hand touch his and the bracelet was 
clasped upon hiswrist. ‘Then one of the 
kLxcuanuge weubers was beard to say: 

“What do you wantin my pocket? Oh, 
you want my cigars, eh?

iue reporter thought this was a good 
chance to get a tree smoke and he mildly re- 
marked tuat he would like to have that cigar 
come over his way.

The spirit who did the writing is Miss 
Bangs’ “‘controller,”’ as she is ea:ied, and is 
an Indian maiden known as “White Lily,” 
though simply called “Lily” by Miss Bangs. 
This spirit acted as an amenuensis for other 
spirits who were supposed not to have the 


power to write their own messages. Edu- 
cations probably neglected during their 


life. Nearly every one in the circle received a 
colmunication of sone kind. The reporter 
received two, and on the tab of = °* 
that was afterwards thrown in _ his 
lap he found serawled the name “‘Chariey.”’

The Christian named signed to this was 
that of a deceased brother of the reporter's. 
The writing, however, was the veriest scrawl 
and very bard to decipher. On the other 
side of the paper Was another message sim- 
ilar in purport to the first. On another sheet 
of paper thrown to the reporter was written, 
“Father is here.” As father at about that 
time was finishing up his day’s work, the 
spirits missed connection in this message. 
The spirit voices were heard by several 


parties, or so they claimed, betore they 
struck the freporter’s sensitive organ 
of hearing, but finally he heard 


aslight gasping sound on the opposite side 
of the circle, which was said, was a voice. 
One of the gentlemen who had his wife with 
him, hada serious cause to believe that a 
spirit or something else was around hii, for 
a hand went into his vest pocket, pulled out 
all his money, put it in a letter that had 
been extracted from another ot his pockets, 
then a voice softly whispered to him, “For 
‘our better half.’’ and the wealth was tossed 
into his wife’s lap. Shekeptit. .Before the 
seance closed the reporter heard the voice 
quite plainly, it whispering quite close to
